A Ball at Carlton Houso. 


Here is a description of a ball given by 
ast Prince of Wales, afterwards George 


“On the 19th of June, 1811, the Prince of 
Wales gave a ball at Carlton House. ‘Tho 
company began to assemble at 9, The 
royal family with the principal nobility and 
gentry, camo early, Owing to the exces- 


sive heat of the weather thero was very little 
dancing. Supper was announced at2, when 


the company descended by the gréat stair- 

case, to the apartments low and the tem- 

porary building on the lawn. The grand 

table extended the whole length of the con- 

nervatory and across Carlton House to the 

length of two hundred feet, Along the 

centre of the table, about six inches above 

the surface, a canal of pure water continued 

flowing from a silver fountain beautifully 

constructed at the hedd of the table, Its 

banks were covered with green moss and 

aquatic flowers ; gold and silver fish swam 

and sported through the bubbling current, 

which produced a pleasing murmur where 

it fell and found a cascade at the outlet.

found in the vicinity of the gall bladder, 
between the liver and transverse colon, 
which were strongly inter-adherent. It 
did not involve the substance of the 
liver, and no communication was found 
between it and the wound, A long sup 
puration channel extended from the ex 
ternal wound between the muscles and 
the right kidney almost to the right 
groin. ‘This channel, now known to be 
due to the burrowing of pus from the 
wound, was supposed during life to have 
been the track of the ball, On exainin- 
ation of the organs ofthe chest, evidence 
of severe bronchitis were found on both 
sides, broncho-pneumonia of the lower 
right lung, und, though 
to a much less extent, of the left. The 
lungs contained no abscesses, and the 
heart no clots. ‘The liver was eularged and 
futty, but free from abscesses, nor were 
any found in any other organ oxcopt 
the left kidney,which contained near its 
surfuce a small abscess about a third of 
an inch in diameter.

FEARFOL ACCIDENT NEAR 
FOXBORO” 


Explosion of the Boiler of a 
Steam Thresher, 


four Persons Killed, and One Man 
Fatally Injured. 


On Friday evening last Stirling was 
shocked by recei Fox- 
boro’ of the explosion of the boiler’of a 
threshing-machine engine, ‘The follow 
ing particulars of the calamity are taken 
from the Zntelligencer of Saturds 

The most terrible and destructive 
accident of the kind that ever occurred 
in this part of the country happened 
last Friday evening at the farm of Geo, 
Caldwell, 7th concession of Thurlow— 
a brother of Joseph Caldwell, dentist, of 
this city, 

For threo or four days f the 
steam thresher belonging to Owen Reed, 
of the bth con. of Thurlow, had been at 
work at Caldwell’s farm. ‘I'he engineer 
was a young man named Wm. Malcolm, 
son of Win, Malcolm, plumber of this 
city. Another man  nimec m7 
Thrasher also worked at the engine as a 
sort of assistant, He was a farmer liv. 
ing in the vieinity of Mr, Caldwell’s, and 
knew but little about steam machinery, 
and Mr. Reed entrusted the care of the 
nto Maleolm's hands, he having 
had some experience as an engincer.

fi One of the men finally heard him 
groan, and he was drawn out from under 
the straw, half-suffocated, blood-stained, 
and unconscious. When the fire was ex- 
tinguished in the barn (which was not a 
very easy task, as ithad even climbed up 
into the mow), the men turned their at 

tention to the victims of the explosion. 
| It was known that Thrasher had been 
stan in front of the cleaaer when 
the accident happened, and that he had 
hardly time to escape, On removing a 
part of the machinery his dead body was 


found lying on its side, alongside the 
boiler. ‘he pilesof straw which was 


between him and the engine saved him 
from keing badly mangled; but on ex- 
imination it was found that several of 
the spikes of the cylinder had been 
forced into his abdomen — which, to- 
wether with the shock, caused death al- 
most instantly. Outside a heart-rending 
and sickening spectacle presented itself. 
Three dead bodies were in view. Mal- 
colm, the engineer, was blown a distance 
of over 50 fect. One Teg was broken 
below the knee, the other above the knee, 
his neck was broken, and his face, 
shoulder, and arms were torribly scalded, 
Lloyd was blowa even further, Ono 
imuu says he measured the distance and 
found it 192 paces—nbout 
Tt was, however, probably not more than 
300, is body was imangled, torn and 
sculded almost beyond recognition. One 
arm was broken in five places; his ribs 
were nearly all broken; his abdomen 
was torn open, and when found his en- 
trails had nearly all gushed out, Onc 
of the little girls whom we have meotion- 
cd as sitting near the enginc—Kveline 
Viola, a daughter of David Culdwell— 
was instantly killed, She was struck in 
the chest with a picce of the boiler, and 
both her breast-bones and hor neck were 
broken, ‘Che other little girl, her cousia, 
Helen Caldwell, danghter of Geo. Cald- 
well, badly scalded in the face, arms 
and legs, and alsv swallowed a portion 
of the escaping steam; but sho was not 
struck. ‘The only remaining person who 
was injured was a mao named Gherkin, 
who received a cut in the head from a 
ing picceof iron.

Tn reference to the speed at which cable 
business may bo handled between continents 
far divided, ‘an example or two will suf- 
fice. Answers are frequently received to 
cables sent to cities i ‘eat Britain in two 
hours, and this occurs, too, whero the start- 
ing point and destination may be far inland, 
‘as Chicago, for instance. Such answers have 
boen received in sixteen minutes, and rang- 
ing in minutes from fifteen and sixteen up 
to fifty and an hont, However, a speed 
was recorded in the transfer of the last 
Derby race telegram that has no precedent 
in space annihilation, That passage took 
thirty seconds for ita passage between Lon- 
don and New York. The Mediterranean 
Sea bottom is lined with submarine wires in 
every direction.

grappling brought to the surface the dead 
whale, and all this occurred 280 miles from 
shore. A galvanometer is an exceedingly 
delicate instrument in its construction, and 
is used for cable signalling and for determin- 
ing the smallest electrical resistances. A 
galvanometer in expert handa can locate a 
wreak in a cable within a few hundred yards’ 
of the exact spot, no matter if it be hundreds 
of miles from the testing point. For in- 
stance, the Great Eastern, after laying the 
66 cable, went back and picked up the ono 
of '65, when it had lain nearly two miles 
clown for nearly a year, and at a distance of 
1,200 miles from Ircland. It took £10,000, 
asa forty days airing expense, to pick up 
one of the Eastern Company's lincs from a 
depth of over two miles, and tho fact was 
pointed to with pride at tho last diroc- 
tors’ meeting, held in London, Cable sig:

ing grapes for winter use, It is not § y 
understood that there is as much difference 
in grapes, with respect to their keeping, a 
there is with other fruits, No.one would 
oxpoct to keep Early Harvest apples ot 
Bartlett pears for tho holidays, and it is so 
with the most genorally oultivated grape, 
the Concord ; it can not be made to keep in 
good condition long after it iv fairly ripe. 
With other varioties it is different. There 
aro somo localities whore that grand old 
©, the Catawba, can still be cultivated 
with success, and, where this is the caso, one 
need hardly to look for a better variety. 
Tho Isabella still succeeds in some places, 
and isa fair keeper, Better than either, if 
not the beat of all grapes, the Iona gives 
good crops in some places, as does the Diana, 
Where vithor of theso, tho Isabella, Cataw- 
ba, Iona, or Diana, can be grown, there is no 
difficulty in keeping thom until tho first of 
the Now Year, or later, ‘Cho grapes aro al- 
lowed to ripen fully ; they are picked and 
placed in shallow tra in which they re~ 
main in an airy room ‘to cure,” Tho op 
oration of curing consists morely in a sort of 
wilting, by which the skin becomes tough- 
oned,. and will not break whon the fruit is 
packed. ‘Tho clusters, when properly 
*‘ourod,” aro packed in boxes, usually of 
three or five pounds cach, The bottom of 
the box is opened, the larger clusters laid in 
carefully, and smaller bunches packed in 
upon them in such a manner that it will re- 
quire a moderate preasiine to bring the cover 
(or, properly, the bottom), of the box to its 
place, where it is nailod down, The pressure 
used ix such that when tho top of the box is 
opened, the grapes next to it are found to be 
somewhat flattened, Tho fruit must be 
pressed in such a manner that-it can not 
shake in travel, and this can only be done 
with grapes the skin of which has boon 
pongtenod by being properly cured, If 
clusters were placed in the box as they come 
from thovines, and subjectod to the needed 
prossure, the skin pron AKerARIArona dete 
stems, liberating the juice, and tho whole 
would soon pass into decay. Towards 
Christmas and Now Year's many tons of the 
varietics wo have named come to the New 
York market in excellent condition. New 
varieties of erapes, of great excellence, have 
recently been introduced, but we have yet to 
learn of their keeping qualities, With tho 
Concord and related varietics, the skin is too 
tender to allow of long keeping, and it does 
not seem to toughen in tho curing process, 
Still,’ with these, the season for home uso 
may be considerably prolonged The lato 
Mr, Knox found that he could keep the 
Concord for some time by placing the 
thoroughly ripened clusters in baskets or 
boxes, with the leaves of the yine below and 
between them, We do not know how long 
this will keep theso grapes, but we saw 
some in excellent condition several weeks 
after the harvest was ove’ ‘Those who set 
grape-vines should bo aware that no ono 
variety will meot every'requirement,and that 
the carlier tho varity, the less likely it will 
bo to prove a good keeper.

Botrothal of a Sistor of the Queen of Spain 
and tho Story of Her Courtship. 


It is annownced that the marriage of 
Queen Christina’s brother with Infanta 
Kulalia, youngest sister of the queen, will 
be ebrated here at Christmas, whon great 
ceremonies will be held, A Madrid corres- 
pendent sends the following: Tho Spanish 
royal family left its summer residence of La 
Granja under very auspicious circumstances,

called the Infanta and asked her whethor 
indeod she would like to leave fair Spain and 
go and live in Austria on the banks of the 
Danube, The royal maiden blushed deeply, 
it seems, and raised her saucy, blue eyes 
askance, and Queen Christina said; ‘Kula- 
lia, tu sabes porque” (Eulalia, you know 
why), Tho Infanta hung her head, and 
softly as the murmur of the woods in the 
fall, but audibly, said “Si.” Fast sped the 
news to Austria on the wires, and the kaiser 
granted his permission as chief of the Hapa- 
burgs. So now, in La Granta, under the 
sylvan palace of the first of Spanish Bour-

GYPSIES IN EUROPE. 
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Fallacios About Thom— Where Thoy Camo 
From, and Thoir Settled Colontos, 


The gypsy is a thorough and irreclaimable 
vagabond, but he has many good points 
about him. His notions of lionesty, eapoci 
wo is in question, do 
not exactly correspond with our own, and 
he cannot be t t to understand tho 
game laws ; but he compares favorably in 
moat of these respects with the tramps and 
boggara, and even with the rustic laborors 
and the lower classes in towns. The road 
is literally his walk in life, and he practices 
such trades as tinkering, chair-monding, out. 
ting clothes-pegs, and the like, with assidu- 
ity and industry... When the weathormakes 
out-of-door life’ unbearable the gypaics settle 
down after a fashion ; those who haye cover- 
od waggons, with the sight of which wo are 
no familiar, halt with them in some conyoni- 
ent spot and live in small communitios, oth- 
cra hire an empty cottage and simply camp 
down in it, requiring no furniture but the 
few articles of bedding and cooking utensils 
which sorved them in their tenta. But the 
English Rommaniecs do not affect a town 
life; they keep strictly to their old nomad 
traditions, Kirk Yetholm, in Scotland, is 
the only place in the British Isles where a 
sottlod colony of gypsies oxists, for even 
their haunts in the west of London ‘are de- 
sorted as the summer comes round and the 
country holds forth its irresistible charms, 
Elsewhere, especially in Turkey and the 
Danubian principalities, there are many vill- 
ages inhabited ontiroly by gypsies 

Strange to say, these people a: ttle 
understood, and, among other in 
Yogue concerning them, the most popular 
one, that they have a king, is totally with- 
out foundation. A member of the tribe who 
has reachod an advanced age, and becomo 
tho head of a numerous family of children, 
grandchildren, and great-grandchildren, is 
of course, visited by them at any spot whero 
ho or she may have settled down ; and as 
the travels of the clan are regulated by the 
seasons, fairs, markets, and so on, tho gath- 
erings naturally becomes periodical, and 
reatly exercisé the gentile mind. Of the 
josity thus excited the gypsies thomsclves 

ot slow to take advantage, and the 

ancient ono is dubbed’a gypsy king or queon 
for no other purpose than to attract visits 
offerings from the gorgios. 
Gypsies aro not by any means the outcasts 
of society ; they lead a roving life because 
their instincts and traditions all induce them 
todo so. The stornest laws haye been pro- 
mulgated against them without bringing 
about the least sign of reform in their habits, 
and they are now slowly yielding to the in- 
fluence of the Inclosure acts, which crowd 
them out and force them, not to become ab- 
sorbed in the rest of the population, but to 
seck for free space and fresh air in the far 
west, Since Mr. Borrow first told how in- 
teresting a race they were, with a language, 
traditions, and customs of their own dill 
ing so entirely from the peasantry among 
whom they live, many have made thom their 
study, mal somo yery amusing and learned 
works haye been written upon their habits 
and speech, Among the most recent of such 
books those of Hans Breitmann and Dr, 
Bath Smart are the best. ‘The Gypsy lan- 
guage is very quaint and expressive, and al- 
though, in this country, at least, they have 
but a limited vocabulary left, they manage, 
by ingenious compounds, to say all they 
want init, ‘The origin of the gypsies is a 
problem which has never beon entirely 
solved, 

‘The appearance of the gypsies in western 
Europe was in the year 1417, when a band 
of threo hundred, under the guidance of three 
shrewd and intelligent leaders, asked and 
obtained from the emperor Sigismund, the 
pope, and other sovereigns leave to travel in 
their domains. ‘Thoy gave out that they 
were emigranta from “Little Egypt,” that 
they had relapsed from Christianity into 
heathenism, and had been conquered by the 
king of Hungary, who Traposet upon them a 
ponance of filty years wandering as pilgrims 
before returning to thoir native land. It is 
noecdless to say that the story had not a word 
of truth in it, but the name “Egyy Vr 
clung to them ever since in this 
though they are elsewhere known to Gen- 
tiles as T'chingiane, Zingari, or some modi- 
fication of the name, ‘They first nade an ap- 

earance in England about the year 1480 in 
bands consisting of from thirty to athundred 
families, travelling in light carts and camp:

The women told fortunes, 
pilfered coins from tradesmen’s countera,and
